ITS 8COPE AND ITS PERSONNEL.
To the Editor of the Mail and Erpress :

Sin: Despite the generous notice which
has heen given the Southern Exchange Asso-
cintion by the press of the country, we find
n certain quarters a misapprehension as to
who compose it, its raison d'etre ity plan
and purpose, and what it has thus far accom-
pl'shed. Therefore we nsk space in your
valunble columns ia which to set forth
f1irly these malters.

The small central b dy, with its headquar-
ters here at the commercinl lheart of the
mation  consists of forty-four members,
Eighteen of theze are Nurthern men, ten are
Southern by birth, but Northern by adop-
fion, and the vemander are Southerners
and reside in the South. These last are
chairmen of the Advicory Boards of their
respective States, Miesouri and the Distriet
of Columbia brioging the number up to six-
teen,

‘I'be chairman of each State appoints a
chairman for ency Cungressional District
thireof, and the latter a chair an fur each
county in his distriet. This organization is
further extended by the appoiutment of o
chairman for each township in the county.
All report through the successive grades,
to the central body at New York. To cach
chairmin is accorded the privilege of gath-
ering about him the number he finds neces-
sury to make up an efficient advisory board.

The purposes of the sssociation are *to
provide the ways and means for ascertaining
mdvertisiug] aud in all ways advancing the
development of the Sonth.”” Which, ana-
Iyzed, means that it will, through experts
guther reliable and exhaustive data ns 10 the
South’s resources, advantages and needs,
uud, through approprirte channels convey
this specific information, properly arranged
and classified, to those whom it will most
interest,

To answer the inquiry thus awakened, it
will maintain in New York City a perma-
uent exhibit, which will afford ocular de-
monstration of what the South produces:
aud it will keep a registry, open to inspec-
tion by prospective settlers or investors and
which will set forth properties for sn'e in
the way of timber, mineral or agricultursl
Inwds, water powers, c¢te, inlucements
offered to immigration or 1o manufacture,
cupital wauted for commercinl or industria!
caterprises ete., by iodividuals, firms, cor-
porations or communities together with the
ters aud conditions governing sawme.

A ekilled artisan or agriculturist is dia-
satistied  with  his surrounding=—some
locality in the South exactly fits his require-
ments and badly needs him; a Southern
town wants and s offeriog extraordinary
inducements fur some particular kind of
mill—elsewhere parties are searching for
Just such opportunity; some Soutbera locali-
1y is making an aftraciive ,bid for much
needed capital—in  other sections of the
cgur..try idle capital is awaiting snch adven-
tidre; yet these without the intervention of
gome such exchaoge as this, might never
find each other,

The several States of the Sonth, through’]
their commissivuers of immigration, burcaus
of agriculture land ¢r otber departments
Lave long sought tu attruct settlers: the
communities of the South, through their
commercial bodies, to encourage wmanufac-
ture sud the iovestnent of capital; but laek-
iug concert of actiow, they bave met with
failure, or at best, only partial success-—
Lidding against each otuer, they have hurt
each other s chances. ’

The Soutbern railronds have bLeen mno
more successful, for actuated Ly the same
spirit of competition which governed the
policy of the great East and West railroads
w eettling their waste lands, they seldom
have psused to consider whether or no the
tunmigraot would suit his new environment.

Like the transcontinental oads, they
hive-1o° often cirried the lumberman inte
the prairies, the husbandmwan into the tim-
bee regions or mining country, aod the
miner iato agricultural fields. Of course
they did not fit, Not iufrequently they
have failed tv attract settlers fur the reason
thut the immigrant agent of each has so
belittled the inducements oflired by the
others as to cause the prospec or o .distrust
the representationstor ‘all,

_All this the Soutbhern Exchange Associa-
tion, cqually ioterested in cach Southern
State, will eodeavor to vemedy. Its impar-
tinl statements will acoredit to ench section
or locality all it has or deserves—but no
more.  Therefore, when this comes to Le
generdlly known auld accepted, enzh section
or leeality will develop along the lines of its
best advantages and resources.

vis clsimed that the generally euter-
taiued doubt as to the guarnotees offered Ly
the laws of the Southern States to business
snd investmnect is is the chief hindraoce to
their rapid devel anent, and it is to gather
information which will dissipate th's doubt
shouil it prove to be unlounded, or to pro-
eure the correction of adverse iegislatien
should it veally exist that the »outhern
Excliange Association  has  established a
Bureau of Legislation, the membership of
which comprises six of the ublest jurists in
the country.

Besides tbis Bureau of Legislation there
ave filieen other bureaus—such as the
Bareau of Moanufucture, Burean of Agricul-
ture, Bureau of Miuving, ete,—the function
ul vachof which is to gather all the facty
cole rpiog its specialty for the information
uf the exeeutive committee of which it may
be anid o Le n sub-commitiee.

It wiil be seen that to arrnnge the mn-
chinery of puch an organization 18 no small
uandertakiog, and that it caonot instaotly
b accomplished, Lt must necessarily toke
some little time and wuch hard work: and
Yut o less comprehensive system would fail
o thoroughly representing, caving for,
feilitating and  promotiog the commercial
wdustrial nterests of the Southern
States in severalty and as w whole.

The asspeintion, the purpoese and pluns of
wihich have been cordially accepted by the
onutry—ug is attested by the comments of
tue press, aod by an immense voluwme of
letters of encourngement, approval and cou-
pratulativn—is only now entering ugon ils
of oxistefive yet it may be enid
1o hove, even in this short time, made re-
warkable progress, for it hins already suc-
coeled in flling its chiel oilices with the
ablest and prominent men of their
respective locnlities,  Tis greatest difliculty
ling been Lo supply the demands of such n
vast tervitory for s literature.

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Gleanings from Weather Crop Bulletin.
FOR WEEK ENDING 8KPTEMBER 3.

The tempera'nre was somewhal lower than
Jduring the previous week, but there was an
nverage daily excess of tamperature of from
two to three degrees over the mormal, gunite
evenly distributed throughout the week.
The coast regions were relitively warmer
than the interior of the State. Ilighest
temperature U6 at Oakwood on the 30th,
and 04 at Spartanburg on the 31st; lowest
56 at Greenville on the 28th, f

Tiege was more sunshine than during the

revious werk. Duriog the latter portion of
the wiek there was much haze or smuke,
ieh eausded light fleecy clouds to form
during the hotte-t parts of the day through
which the sun shed n d flused orange col-
ored light, The nights were umformly
clearafter O n. m.

There were few rainy days altho the rain
that fell on the 2%th thronghout the greater
portion of the State except on the coast
where the showers occurred on the 2Uth,
left but small, if any, sections of the Stnte
without some rain. It was generally needed
nnd proved very beneficial, except that the
showers on the 28th were very heavy at
places washing some lands badly. .

Cotlon Dbolls are maturing and opening
rapidly and picking has by this 1ime become
general.  As nearly all ficlds have been
gone over, the actual condition of the fields
can be judged, [ instance, the fruitage
and the damage by shedding and rust, aod
the rotting of bolls. Shedding and rust are
not os general as herctofore a'tho the re-
ports of damuge from those sources coutinue,
particulurly frym localities having a sandy
=0il, where, als>, there i4 no top crop mak-
ing, growth having stoppedd.  On stiffer or
Yeavier soil the pluut bas. nttuined n very
rank growth of weed, Lunt the fruitage is
Jeficient, owing, it is thought, to the very
rapid growth of the p'aut after tne July
riins began.

This luzuriant growth of weed has given
the crop a deceptive appearance heretofore,
and ite aggregale condition must be placed
at considerably less than an average crop.
There is comsiderable and quite general
complaintof retting of bolls mear the ground.

The late cirn erap i3 fast maturing and
will not yiell as well ns the early planted
but is neverthe'ess a fair crop.  Podder
about all gatheved in very gool condition,

Considerable hny was wade during the
past week under favorable weather condi-
tions, althoagh the showers in the fore part
of the week drenched sowe newly cat grass
injuring it slightly.

Peas sre begioning to make pods and are
doing very well. Nome pea-vine Lny has
been cut,

The vice havvest is still under way and
thg yield is most cncouraging for a good
avirage., Shipments of new rice have al-
ready been made to novthern markets.

The yield of sweet potatoes is large, but
the growth of the (uber was so rapu that
many are split, and a dey vot bas affected
the erop in places.

Rutabagas aud ether varicties of turnips
are growing finely where a good stand was
obtained, which was generally the case.

A large portion of the cabbage crop bas
rotted, but other seaxonable garden products
are plentiful, having been favored by the
weather.

On the whole the past week's weather was
favorable for growing and maturing erops.

PLANS FOR THE SOUTH.

The Measurea Adopted Looking to ITer In-

terests.
Wasarxaroy, September 8, —The
Southern Development  Convention

adopted the following measures:

1. That a permanent organization be
effeeted by the establishment in Wash-
inggm, D C., of » permanent bureau
for the exhibition of all resources of
the sonthern states, to receive, cata-
logue and properly list all properties
with anthentic information concerning
them, and such exhibits as may be sent
in for the general information of eapi-
tal and labor, that may desire to settle
in any section of the south, and to pro-
mote immigration to the southern
states. The expenses of the burean are
to be paid out of a fund to be contribu-
ted pro rata by such southern states as
may take part in its establishment and
arganization,

L. A committee of one member from
each state and the Distriet of Columbia
is provided for to proteet the details of
the plan of organization.

3. The. convention shall adjourn to
meet in Washington at such time asthe
committee of one from cach state may
determine.  The governors of the vari-
ous southern states and the commis-
sioners of the Distriet of Columbia are
requested toappoint as delegates to the
adjourned convention ten citizens from
diterent sections of their states, and
ten from the Distriet of Columbia, iy
ing preference, as far as possible, to
members of the present eonvention.

Detulls Vested With the States.

T'he governors of the southern states
are requested to attend the meeting in
Washington, and a committee of one
from each state and the District of Co-
humbia are directed to perfeet all the
detailsa of the plan for permanent or-
ganization, of a burean of mlvancoment
and advertising, and the promotion of
fmmigration to the south, and have It
ready to submit to the proposed Wash-
ington meecting.

4. The resolutions cordially endorse
the movement Inangurated and the bill
pending in congress looking to the erce-
tion of o government building in Wash-
ington for a permanent exhibition of
all the states of the union.
